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INTRODUCTION. 


| Tor following work, the reſult of twenty years ex- 


perience, owes not its preſent publication: to lucra- 


tive views, or the vanity of becoming an author.— The 
only motive which induced the editor to this undertaking, 
was his ſincere deſire of making himſelf uſeful to the young 


practitioner. On this occaſion, the learned phyſicians, 


and authors of the preſent age, have been conſulted, 


and the lateſt i improvements, in the art of healing, intro- 


duced. 
Health is ſo great a bleſling, that every attempt direct- 


ed towards its preſervation, muſt at leaſt deſerve ſome 


ſmall ſhare of public approbation. The air we breathe 
has a great effect upon our bodies; it is well known that 
we can exiſt much longer without food than without air 
and the ſalubrious quality of this element redounds great- 
1y to the well-being of the human frame; it is therefore 
of the utmoſt conſequence, in all our inveſtigations of diſ- 
eaſes, to inquire very minutely into the ſtate of the 
atmoſphere; fince we may probably have more occaſion 


to recommend a change of it, than of diet; the latter of 


which we ſometimes conſider as the radio cauſe of in- 


| diſpoſitions, when, in reality, it may ariſe at the ſame 


time from a fault in the air. 


The ſeaſons, in our climate, vary ſo much and ſo ſud- 
denly, that it requires the greateſt attention to guard 


againſt their effects, in the care of our cloathing, and in 


a proper regard to the non- naturals. North and north-eaſt 
winds are eſteemed bracing and healthy; yet, to the 
valetudinarian, ſouth and ſouth welt winds are much 


more comfortable. Dry ſeaſons are more healthy than 


wet: in winter we eat with keener appetites, and digeſt 
better, than in ſummer. The temperaments of the air

have a great influence over the tempers and diſpoſitions © - - 
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the kuman body; and I have known perſons of a gay 
_ chearful, and eaſy turn, who, in conſequence of long - 
con tinusd eaſterly winds, have become irritable, peeviſh, 
and moroſe. 


We ſhould be particularly carefal j in the hehe of our 
food: perhaps many of the complaints, ſo frequent in 
this city, ariſe from our inattention to this article; The 

luxury of the age, and the faſhionable mode of high 
and expenſiye eating, are not only a diſgrace to our rea- 
ſon, but are deſtructive alſo of our fortunes and. conſtitu- 
tions. 


A variety of diſhes introduces a variety of diſeaſes. 
Thoſe are the wiſeſt men who live the moſt ſimply and. 
eat moderately. Rich ſauces, ſpicy. ragouts, and entre- 
mets heightened with the fragrant aromatics of both the

* moſt aſſuredly the deſtroyers of the very beſt conſtitutions.

They are beſt, and eaſieſt of digeſtion, when boiled; 
fried and roaſted, they are not quite ſo ſalutary and nu- 
tritious; and if cooked ſoon after they have been caught, 
they are better than when kept for ſome days. 


Water, which conſtitutes ſo great a part of our drink, 
and which is, the moſt natural, as well as the moſt whole- 
ſome beverage, ſhould be limpid, and pure; light, with 


reſpect to its ſpecific gravity, and without taſte or flavour. 


Our common water in London, ſhould be ſtrained through

itude, as well as too violent an evacuation is dangerous, 


Habits ſhould not be. too ſuddenly changed : the great 7 
| ſecret of preſerving health, lies in a juſt knowledge of _ 
en our way of living to our exerciſe; for as

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moderate aliment doris ſo does Licient exerciſe de · 
bilitate: we muſt keep * the due equilibrium. | 


More dangerous and more acute diſeaſes 1 in 
conſequence of repletion, than from a contrary ſtate. 
The ſymptoms of a plethoric habit, a heavy, and inter- 
rupted reſpiration; a ſenſe of weight and fullneſs in the 
day and reſtleſſneſs at night; uneaſy frightful dreams; 
pain, laſſitude, flatulency, attended in ſome habits with 
a diarrhœa, and in others with troubleſome dyſenteries, 
a florid complexion inclining to red, a heavy pain of the 
head, and inclination to ſleep during the day, are like- 
wiſe ſymptoms of this habit. Temperance, exerciſe, and 
gentle evacuations, are in general, the beſt cure. 


Immoderate exerciſe is generally followed by loſs. of 
appetite and loathing of food. This will ſometimes be 
attended with a pain and heat in the bowels, coſtiveneſs, 

' rigors, or ſhiverings, weakneſs, laſſitude, and even with 
' a ſyncope or fainting. In this laſt caſe we may have re- 

"courſe to a glaſs of wine, but with moderation : warm 

- bathing, quiet and comfortable ſleep, and a moiſt nou- 
riſhing diet, will have very happy and defirable effects. 


There remains a greater evil, and yet not attended to, 
which is more alarming as it affects the fair ſex; and 
which, I am perſuaded, is very diſtreſſing to them; I 
mean, the little regard they have to keeping their legs 
and feet warm. 'This ſalutary meaſure is unhappily ne- 
glected by them, when, at the ſame time, their heads 
are frequently loaded with wool, and artificial and un- 
natural curls, to the diſgrace of nature and of their own 


| charms, | as well as to the ruin of their health and conſti- 
tions: 


We may eaſily account for the puny race ſo frequently 
ſeen in the families of our nobility and rich citizens, 


when | 
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when we confider that diſſipating and pernicious cuſtom 
of tea drinting; nay, what ts of ſtill more dreadful con- 
ſequence, the too great indulgence in wine and fpirits, 
card playing, and late hours; than which nothing ean 
be more prejudicial. Henee chiefly ariſes that long and 
diſmal catalogue of complaints which accompanies chro- 
nical diſeaſes.—It is a pity that coffee is not ſubſtituted 
for tea, ſince it is much more wholeſome, eſpecially 
when it is boiled over-night, with an equal proportion of 


milk. This not only renders it a palatable, but a very 


deſirable breakfaſt. Coffee ſtrengthens the Romach ; 
tea, on the contrary, relaxes it. 


They who Sa much in hearty meals of 
high ſeaſoned meats, fhould drink largely of cold water, 
either during dinner or afterwards; this might ſave 

many the trouble and expence of going to Bath, Buxton, 
Tunbridge, or other places where that element is found 
to reſtore the health and appetite loſt by intemperate liv- 
ing.,—Old men ſhould eat leſs, and drink more than 
young men.—'Too free an uſe of the bottle is deſtructive, 
eſpecially to young people. Bacchus and Venus are 
deities they ſhould by no means tao ardently devote them 
ſelves to: they enervate both the body and mind, —So- . 
briety, Temperance, and Virtue, inſure vigour to the 
conſtitution, and keep the underſtanding free and undiſ- 
turbed.—-This happy ſtate cannot but be the wiſh of all 
men, for, as JuvE.. AL rightly expreſſes it,

W HEN fevers run on without 
any intermiſſion, or conſiderable remiſſi- 
on for a number of days, or weeks, they 
are diſtinguiſned by the name of conti- 
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ſometimes the pulſe is ſluggiſn, fome- 
times full and ſtreng ; the heat ſoon be- 
comes univerſal, and varies according to 
the degree of fever ; there is great unea- 
ſineſs and anxiety; pain in the back and 
head; ſickneſs; a dryneſs of the tongue, 
ach, and fauces; and unuſual thirſt. 


The Curx in general. 
Dr. Map lays 1 it down as a rule, that 
all fevers require bleeding in the begin- 


ning; but inſtances daily occur where 


great miſchief ariſes from this practice. 
Bleeding may be neceſſary at the begin- 
ning, in young perſons particularly, and 
the more ſo if the pulſe be full and 
ſtrong; though this requires caution, 
more eſpecially here in London, where 
inflammatory diſeaſes ſoon aſſume a dif- 
ferent appearance, and require a manage- 
ment different from what they do in 
the country. The pulſe will beſt direct 
us how much blood may be taken away, 
and when and how frequently it may be 
repeated. It is to be remarked, how- 
ever, that perſons lately come from the 
country, require larger and more fre- 

quent 
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quent bleeding than thoſe who, have been 
- educated in London. | 
Small diluting liquors are to be uſed 
freely; and where there appears a putrid - 
tendency, they may very properly be 
acidulated—Barley-water, balm and ſage 
tea, whey, &c. are very proper drinks. 
For food, panada, barley-gruel, or 
light puddings; but meat of all kinds 
| ſhould be abſolutely forbidden; even 
light broth made of the lean part of freſh 
meat is to be ſeldom admitted. | 
An emetic will be very proper, eſpe- 
cially where a nauſea, or the ſuſpicion . 
of a foul ſtomach indicates it ; bleeding 
being, however, firſt premiſed, eſpeci- 
ally in full plethoric habits.

Our buſineſs, 
in this caſe, is to watch and aſſiſt nature 
in her motions and intentions; to check 
the impetus of the blood; and to mode- 
rate it ſo as to keep it, as much as N 

ble, within its due bounds. 


CHAP. Il 
Of the Milk Fever. 


".. HIS fever generally ariſes about the 
third or fourth day after delivery. The 
ſymptoms are, pain and diſtention of 
the breaſts, ſhooting frequently towards 
the axillæ. Sometime the breaſts become 
hard, hot, and inflamed. ' It gene- 
rally continues a day or two, and ends 
ſpontaneouſly on the inflammation ceaſ- 
ing in the breaſts, and the milk flow- 
ing realy at which time there are often 
copious 
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copious ſweats, or 9 quantities of 


' pale urine. 


If it ſhould prove violent, ly 
in young women of a plethoric conſti- 


tution, we ſhould abate the inflamma- 


tion by bleeding: however, this is rarely 
neceſſary. But, in every conftitution, 
the body muſt be kept open by gentle 
cooling cathartics, or clyfters. The 


| breaſts ſhould be often drawn either by 


the child, or if the mother does not de- 
ſign to give ſuck, by fome proper per- 
ſon. If the breaſts are hard, very tur- 
gid, or inflamed, emollient fomenta- 
tions and cataplaſms ought to be applied 
to them. The common poultice of bread 
and milk, with the addition of a little 
oil may be uſed on this occaſion ; and 
warm milk, or a decoction of elder- 
flowers, for a fomentation. The patient 
ſhould uſe a thin, ſlender, diet, confift- 
ing only of panada, or fome other fari- 
naceous ſubſtances. Her drink may be 


barley-water, milk and water, weak tea, 
or the hike.

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Of the Nervous, or Slow Fever 


Tre E nervous 50 differs entirely 
from the inflammatory, and may be 
diſtinguiſhed by a pale and deſpondent 
look, light chills, and ſhiverings, great 
laſſitude and wearineſs all over the body, 
a ſighing, amazing anxiety and dejec- 
tion of ſpirits, pain and giddineſs in the 
head, loathing of food, a white tongue, 


with a browniſh or yellow lift running 


along the middle of it, ſometimes it is 
extremely red, but little or no thirſt; 
the lips are dry, there is a nauſea, and 
difficulty of breathing; a weak, quick, 
and unequal pulſe ; pale, limpid — 1 
with a dull ſenſe of pain and coldneſs 
in the back part of the head, and drow- 
ſineſs. All the complaints generally in- 
creaſe towards night. When a delirium 
comes on in this diſeaſe, it is ſeldom 


violent, but rather a continual mutter- 


ing. Sometimes miliary eruptions, and 
 profaſe ſweats, ftrike out in this fever, 
but ſeldom give any relief.

| by a vertigo, or giddineſs, and confu- 
ſion in the head. The patient from 
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the firſt attack feels an exceſlive burning 
inward heat, and a ſudden proſtration 
of ſtrength; is heavy, very much de- 
jected, and watchful; and in caſe of 
any ſleep, is not at all refreſhed by it: 
the pulſe is languid, flow, ſmall, and 
unequal, with great oppreſſion at the 
præcordia, nauſea, vomiting, tinnitus 
aurium, ſubſultus tendinum, delirium, coma, 
black dry tongue, and thin crude urine. 
On the fourth, fifth, and ſeventh fday 
petechie often appear without relief, 
which are therefore rather ſymptomati- 
cal than critical. Fevers rof this kind 
are moſtly accompanied with remiſſions 
in tha beginning, which become leſs 
perceptible in their increaſe. They are 
ever attended with conſiderable dan- 
ger, even when the ſymptoms ſeem moſt 
favourable. 

Some epidemic fevers are originally 
putrid ; others, though ariſing from 
common cauſes, degenerate, by conti- 
nuing beyond a certain time, into a pu- 
trid ate, eſpecially where bilious hu- 
mours prevail.

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All food muſt be avoided here that 
has not a tendency to acidity ; plentiful 
dilution with ſmall red wine, old hock, 


and orange-juice, mixed with water, 


whey, barley-water, &c. with a very 


free uſe of acids, will be proper. 


Bleeding in general is hurtful in this. 
fever, unleſs particularly indicated by the 


pulſe and conſtitution. 


Some eminent practitioners think, that 


there is one period, at the beginning, 


for taking away blood; but the pulſe, 
in theſe caſes, will always be the beſt 
guide. No time is to be loſt in theſe kinds of 


fever; for whatever 1s to be done, ſhould be 


done immediately, and in the beginning. Af- 
ter the operation of bleeding, if that be 
found neceſſary, we ſhould begin the cure 


by giving ſmall doſes of emetic tartar, 


and, repeating them every third, or 
fourth hour, till they either vomit, purge, 
or promote ſweat.

An intermittent fever. is known by a 
violent ſhivering, or cold fit, attended © 
with head-ach, laſſitude, ſmall, quick 
and weak pulſe, pain in the back, 
yawning, and ſtretching; by a nau- 
ſea with. an inclination to vomit, a 
quickneſs of breathing; the urine is 
crude, thin, and diaphanous, without 
any ſediment ; theſe ſyraptoms abating a 
little are ſucceeded by great heat, and 
_ afterwards by profuſe ſweats, which ter- 
| | | : minate 
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inate the fever for that time. — On the 
next day the patient is feeble and cold, 
his urine turbid, and lets fall a copious 
ſediment, of the lateritious or brick-duſt 
_ Ss 

The intermittent fever, or ague, 18 
commonly divided into the quotidian, 
the tertian, and the quartan. In the 
guotidian ag ue, there is a fit once in every 
twenty-four hours; in the tertian, there 
is an apyrexy, or intermiſſion, for at 
leaſt twenty-four hours; and it is called 
a guartan, when the patient is two days 
free from the fever; and this is more 
difficult to cure than a tertian or a quoti- 
dian, which laſt are often cured by 33 
of good bark. Quartans frequently ex- 
tend from autumn to ſpring. An au- 

tumnal ague is more difficultly cured 
than a vernal. Quotidians, and double 
tertians, eſpecially when they anticipate | 
the hour of their return, are apt to 
change into continual fevers, and are 
then attended with great danger. 

Profuſe ſweats muſt never be promot- 
ed in the courſe of intermitting fe- 
vers; for by ſuch methods you weaken 
your patient to 1uch a degree, as to ren-

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der the diſtemper dangerous, and the 
cure difficult.

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To prevent the return of agues, the 
bark could be taken at the end of every 
two or three weeks, and repeated at * 
per intervals, pro re nata. 
Much depends on the goodneſs of that 
excellent drug the bark, with which 
ſuch mighty things are done in medi- 

cine: its taſte and colour are the chief 
ſigns by which to diſtinguiſh its good- 
neſs; its inſide ſhould be of a yellow- 
iſh, reddiſh, or ruſty iron colour; its out- 
ſide ſhould be of a light aſh colour, and 
its rolls ſhould not be much larger than 
gooſe quills; it ſhould break. cloſe and 
ſmooth, and prove friable between the 
teeth; its taſte ſhould be very bitter, 
aſtringent, and in ſome degree aro- 
matic. 
When the bark 1s prep ared by 8 
tion, and kept in the ſhops, a little ſpirit 
ſhould always be added, and the bottle 
be ſhaken when uſed; it ſhould not be 
kept above four or five. days in ſummer, 
nor above a week in the winter ſeaſon.

ERUPTIVE  Fevers. 
CHAP, I. 

Of the Small Pox. 


Tn ſmall-pox are commonly di- 
vided into two ſorts; the diſtinct and 
confluent. 

The ſymptoms of the diſtinct are, pain 
in the head and back, and ſickneſs at 
the ſtomach, or vomiting, preceded by 
a chillineſs and ſhivering, a fever, which 
decreaſes as the eruptions increaſe, and 
in ſome, by epileptic fits, which are con- 


ſidered as a favourable diagnoſtic ; more 
eſpecially in children. About the ſe- 
cond, third, or fourth day from the 


firſt ſeizure, little red ſpots, like flea- 
bites, which feel hard in the ſkin, when 
preſſed with the finger, appear on the 
face, neck, and breaſt, with reſtleſſneſs; 
The puſtules on the ninth day are at. 


N their ſtate; and now the face and eye- 


lids ſwell, and if numerous, the eyes 
EJ 
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A _ cloſe up; the hands alſo begin to tume- 


fy; the puſtules, heretofore ſmooth, 
become rough. On the tenth day they 
begin to dry on the face; on the eleventh 
the ſwelling ſubſides ; and about the fif- 
teenth the puſtules begin to ſcale off. 

In the confluent kind all the above 
ſigns are greatly aggravated ; the ſpots 
are more red, thick and cloſe, and the 
| ſpaces between them much more in- 
flamed; livid ſpots alſo frequently at- 
tend. This kind of pock firſt appears 


about the fourth or fifth day, and comes 


to its ſtate about the fifteenth. The fe- 
ver does not give way on the eruption, 
as in the diſtinct. A ſpitting, in adults, 
is a regular ſymptom in the confluent 
ſmall pox, from the ſixth day till after 
the eriſis, the ſudden ſtoppage of which 


is attended with dangerous circum- 


ſtances, unleſs it be ſucceeded by a re- 

markable ſwelling of the hands. A 
diarrhcea, in children, often oor this 
kind of ſmall-pox. | | 

The danger of this diſeaſe is ts 
| eſtimated by the number and nature of 
the ee and chiefly by thoſe on the 


face ; 
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face; alſo by the manner of their com- 
ing out; the more ſlow and regular 
their appearance, the more univerſal 
will be the ſeparation of the variolous 
matter. The fewer there are in the 
face, and about the throat, or on the 
breaſt, or the neck, the better. 

Where it is fatal, the patient gene- 
rally dies on the eighth or ninth day, in 
the diſtinct kind; and on the eleventh 
in the confluent. 
The regimen ſhould be termine by 
the ſymptoms and ſeaſons of the year: 
the patient, for inſtance, muſt be kept 
warmer in winter, than in ſummer: a 
hot regimen, at all times, is now juſtly 
and univerſally exploded. 
The drink ſhould be cold water, or 
barley-water, milk and water, milk- 
ridge, barley-gruel :—ſmall white-wine 
whey, in ſome caſes, may be allowed. 
Attenuating drinks cannot be too much 
inculcated in either the diſtin& or con- 
fluent pock ; but, above all, the free ad- 
miſſion of pure air.

In caſe a delirium and lethargic ſymp- 
| toms come on towards the criſis, with 
reſtleſſneſs, and difficulty of breathing, 
bliſters muſt be immediately applied to 
the legs and arms; but, above all, there 
ſhould be a full admiſſion of pure air, 
with as much cold water for drink as the 
thirſt requires, and the bowels ſhould be 
conſtantly kept open. 
Gentle cardiacs, in almoſt all caſes of 
this kind, ſhould not be omitted.

Some greatly diſapprove of ſevere 
purges after the ſmall-pox, ſuppoſing 
that they bring on various diſeaſes ;

vals, that many troubleſome diforders 
enſue; ſuch as ſtrumous ophthalmias, 
ſwellings, &c. which, when they do 
happen, are beſt removed by alteratives 
and mild evacuations.—But if ſuch 

complaints ſhould ariſe, in tender habits, 


from too ſevere purging, or ſhould not 
ſubmit to the former method, we muſt 
have recourſe to the cortex, and to aſſes 
milk: perpetual bliſters, and, in groſs 
- ſcrophulous ſubjects, iſſues, at the de- 


cline of this diſorder, will be of infinite 


ſervice.

Of INOCULATION. 


1 is the happieſt me- 


thod of communicating the ſmall pox : 
yet, notwithſtanding the great ſueceſs 


that generally attends it, it requires pre- 


paration, with reſpect to the ſubject of 


inoculation, and diſcretion, with reſpect 

to the operator. The patients ſhould 
be ſound and healthy, or at leaſt free from 
acrimonious humours. 


The beſt age is from two years, and 


upwards; as the proportion of children 


dying before that period (near two out 
of three) ſhews how much they are li- 


able to diſeaſes of other kinds. Indeed 


very young children are ſubject to have 


a great number of puſtules, which Py 


ways indicate danger. | 
As to the ſeaſons for e there 
is no reaſonable objection to be made to 


. „ 
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| any, unleſs ſome epidemic ſtate of the 
1 air prevails. 
c With regard to the preparation, the 
great point 1s thought to lie in reducing 
| the patient if in high health, and, in 
|  ftrengthening him if weak; alſo to clear 
the bowels from all cr aides. In order 
to effect this, it is proper to abſtain from 
all animal food, broths, butter, cheeſe, 
eggs, ſpices, and fermented liquors ; 
and enter upona diet of puddings, 
gruel, ſago, milk, rice, fruit, greens, 
Potatoes and vegetables; . with the uſe 
of tea, coffee, and chocolate. This 
ET courſe is to be purſued for a week or 
ten days; during which time he is to 
take three preparative pills; or the me- 
dicine may be given in the form of a 
powder, and taken in currant jelly or 
ſyrup, going to reſt; and the next 
morning purged off with a doſe of Glau- 
ber's ſalt diſſolved in barley- water or 
water-gruel. 
The firſt doſe ſhould be given at the 
entrance of this courſe; the ſecond, 
three or four days after; and the third, 
on the eighth or ninth day; and the ino- 
8 1 8 culation 
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1 ſhould be performed the hes 
after the laſt doſe has been taken. Some 
caſes may occur, of weakly patients, 
where the above plan, both as to diet 
and medicine, may be diſpenſed with ; 
and boiled chicken or any light food 

may very judiciouſly be adminiſtered : 
and where a few alteratives, ſuch as 
æthiops, for ſome days, with a gentle 
purge or two, may be ſufficient. 

The preparative medicine is to be com- 
poſed of prepared calomel, and crabs 
claws, of each eight grains, and one 
eighth part of a grain of emetic tartar. 
Theſe ſhould be intimately mixed in a 
glaſs mortar, This quantity 1s a full 
doſe for a healthy man, or woman ; and 
it muſt be regulated in proportion to 
the age and conſtitution. 

For girls of ten or twelve years I have 
commonly given three grains of calo- 
mel, and three of crabs claws, and one 
ſixteenth part of a grain of emetic tartar, 

Notwithſtanding what has been ſaid 
on preparation, previous to inoculation, 
it muſt be acknowledged that many 
eminent — now doubt its 


efficacy, 
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efficacy, and boldly inoculate all perſons A 


in health without any previous prepara- 
tion. Perhaps this method is not leſs 
ſucceſsful, but it will ſcarcely ever be 
ſo acceptable to the patients or their 
friends, ſimplicity and want of myſtery 
being always diſliked by the n of 
mankind. 

As to the manner of communicating 
the infection, the patient ſhould be in- 
troduced into the ſame houſe with one 
who has the diſeaſe. A little of the mat - 
ter is then to be taken from the place of 
inſertion, if the patient is under inocu- 
lation, or from a puſtule, if in the na- 
tural way, on the point of a lancet. 

This is to be introduced in that part of 
the arm where iſſues are cut, deep 
enough to paſs through the ſcarf-ſkin, 
and juſt to touch the ſkin itſelf. It is in 
general proper to make two of theſe punc- 
tures, cloſe to each other, in order to 
render the infection more certain. Nei- 
ther bandage, plaſter, or covering 1s to be 
applied. 

Many recommend the taking the mat- 
ter 1n a crude ſtate, or during the erup- 
| tive 
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| ne fever; and it ſeems indifferent 
whether it be from a patient who has 
the ſmall-pox i in the natural way, or oy 
inoculation. - 
About the third day after the opera- 
tion the ſmall punctures appear inflamed. 
At that period it will be proper to give 
three grains of prepared calomel, and as 
much crabs claws, with one-tenth part 
of a grain of emetic tartar, very inti- 
mately mixed, going. to reſt, in the 
form of a powder or pill; purging we 
patient next day briſkly with jalap o 
, Glauber ſalts. This ſhould be 3 | 
about the fixth or. ſeventh day, and by 
many is again practiſed during the erup- 
tion. About the ſixth or ſeventh day, 
pains come on in the arms, which indi- 
cate the eruption; then follow pains in 
the head, back, loins, &c. with a fœtid 
breath, and bad taſte in the mouth.

Should the ſmall wounds not ap] 
ifa, but remain pale and flat about 7 
the edges, with other unfavourable ap- 

earances, then the powder or pull firſt 
ordered, muſt be given over- night and 
purged off next day. 

At this period it 1s indiſpenſably ne- 
ceſſary to keep the patient out of bed, 
and to let him have as much free air as 
poſſible, either by walking out, or (if 
the weather forbids that) by having the 
windows up, and that he be kept in 
gentle motion. Frequent caſes have oc- 
curred of very tender, delicate girls, 
who choſe rather to fit by the fire than 
move about ; yet upon their having a 
window thrown up, and a glaſs of cold 
water given them, even when the fever 
ran high, pleaſing ſenſations of relief 
were the immediate conſequence. 

The ſucceſs of inoculation depends 
greatly upon this method of keeping the 
patient out of bed, and expoſing him to 
the cold air during the eruptive fever.

CHAP. 
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CH A P. II. 


Of the Swine, and Chicken Pox. 


TE ſwine and chicken- pox are of a 
milder nature than the ſmall-pox. 

The degree of fever, previous to the 
eruption, is ſeldom ſuch as to give diſ- 

treſs. The puſtules are filled with a 
watery fluid, inſtead of pus; they ſub- 
ſide after a few days continuance, and 

dry away without any ſucceeding op- 
preſſion or ſickneſs, or leaving any 
marks behind. 

A proper regimen, with plenty of di- 
lution, ſeem to be the chief intentions 
neceſſary for the cure, with a few mild 

- purges. TR 

It is proper to remark here, that they 
ſometimes are fo large, and come to 
ſuch maturity, as to be miſtaken for the 
ſmall pox. Theſe inſtances have given 
riſe to the ſuppoſition of ſome perſons 
having: had the true ſmall-pox a ſecond 
time; and where inoculators have been 


ſo unwary as to take infection from |

Of the Meaſles. 


Tre meaſles are ene by the a 
pearance of ſmall eruptions reſembling 
flea-bites, over the face and body; but 
particularly about the neck and breaſt, 
not tending to ſuppuration. 3 
The ſigns are, chillineſs and ſhivering, 
pain in the head, and fever, ſickneſs, 
and vomiting, as happen in moſt fevers; 
but the chief characteriſtic ſymptoms 
are, a cough, and heavineſs about the 
eyes, with ſwelling and inffammation. 
together with a diſcharge of ſerous hu- 
mour from the noſtrils. The eruptions 
appear about the fourth or fifth day, 
and ſometimes about the end of the 
third. 
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third. On the third, or fourth day, 
from their firſt appearance, the redneſs 
_ diminiſhes, the ſpots, or very ſmall puſ- 
tules, dry up, the cuticle peels off, and 
is replaced by a new one. The ſymp- 
toms do not go off on the eruption, as 
in the ſmall-pox, except the vomiting; 
the cough and fever increaſe, with the 
weakneſs and defluction on the eyes. 

An oppoſite regimen is neceſſary here 
to that uſed in the ſmall-pox ; ſuch as 
moderately warm air, keeping in bed, 
_ uſing great quantities of weak tepid 
drink, dilution being very requiſite, as 

the diſeaſe is attended with inflammati- 
on; eſpecially of the lungs. 
Bleeding 3 is abſolutely neceſſary, if the 
fever be high, the pulſe hard, the load 
and oppreſſion heavy, and all the ſymp- 
toms violent, and, if poſſible, before the 


appearance of the eruption: however, if 


it has not been done before, it muſt ne- 
vertheleſs by no means be neglected, or 
muſt be largely repeated according to the 
urgency of the caſe, for as the lungs are 

chiefly concerned in this diſtemper, great 

* n be had to them.

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Vomits are to be uſed with great cau- 
tion here, as the blood 1s much agitated, 
and the pulmonary veſſels much weak- 
ened by coughing; and indeed the 
meaſles, in their dangerous ſtate ought 

in general to be conſidered merely as a 
peripneumony. _ 

The pediluvium is ſometimes of uſe 
to relieve the head and cheſt, and ſteams 
of hot water received into the lungs, are 
often of ſervice in relieving the cough | 
and ſoreneſs of the throat.

great error to purge immediately after 
the meaſles, as this diſeaſe is ſuppoſed by 
them to be occaſioned by a light active 
poiſon thrown on the ſkin; and which, 
after the diſappearance, ought rather to 
be carried off by a natural perſpiration, 
or gentle diaphoreſis. Cooling lenitive 
medicines are always neceſſary after this 
malady, to carry off the remaining in- 
flammatory ſtate of the humours ; and 
perhaps no diſeaſe requires a longer con- 
tinuance of laxative or * purging 
medicines.

Of the Scarlet Fever. 


'T'ms fever takes its name from the 
ſcarlet effloreſcence which appears on 
the ſkin of the whole body, not riſing 
above the ſurface, attended with heat, 
dryneſs, and itching. After two, three, 
or four days, the effloreſcence diſap- 
_ pears, the cuticle peels off, and there 
remains a kind of branny ſcales, ns

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Where the diſeaſe appears in this ſim- 


ple ſtate, there is little required from art, 


but the. kindly warmth of the bed, con- 


fining the patient to diluent drinks, and 


giving a gentle cathartic or two at the 


cloſe of the diſtemper. 
But the ſcarlet fever ſometimes outs 


on a very malignant appearance. It then 
attacks with a chillineſs, languor, ſick- 


neſs, and oppreſſion ; theſe are ſucceed- 


ed by great heat, nauſea, and vomiting, 
with a ſoreneſs in the throat, a ſmall 


quick pulſe, and a frequent and labori- 
ous breathing. The tonſils appear in- 


flamed, and ulcerated, though not 


much ſwelled; and on the third day the 


effloreſcence appears, but without any 
relief. When it proves fatal, it gene- 


rally terminates, by a ſuffocation, before 


the ſixth day. 

This dangerous kind of the ſcarlet 
fever requires great caution and judg- 
ment in the method of cure. Bleeding 
can hardly be ordered with ſafety, but if 
inflammatory ſymptoms ſhould prevail 


ſo as to indicate that evacuation, it muſt 
be made by ſcarifying, and afterwards

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applying cupping glaſſes betwixt the 


ſhoulders, and repeating the operation 
as occaſion requires. The ſame precau- 


tion 1s alſo neceſſary in promoting ſtools; 
For antimonials, which are frequently ſo 
ſucceſsful in other fevers, in this fre- 
quently bring on violent and dangerous 
purging: however, the body, if coſtive, 
muſt be kept open by gentle and emol- 


lient clyſters. A bliſter ſhould be ap- 


plied between the ſhoulders, and another 


round the throat, if neceſſity requires it. 
If a putreſcent diatheſis be highly predo- 


minant, the chief dependence muſt be 
on the cortex, joined with ſnake-root, 
and :cordials.

TRE « eryſipelatoſe fever is a ſi uperfici- 
al inflammation, cauſed by a ſharp, hot, 
acrid humour in the blood; and begins 


with a ſhivering and loſs of 1

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and may ariſe from a too ſudden cooling 
after great heat. In general it is termed 
ery/ipelas, or St. Anthony's fire; and is 
called by ſome a Sight, and ſhingles. 
It is attended with heat, redneſs, in- 


clining to yellow; and often with ſcurf 
and ſmall pimples: and when in the face, 


with tumour and ſometimes watery bliſ- 
ters, a difficulty of breathing, and drow- 


ſineſs. Great attention is required in the 


cure of this diſorder. , 
If attended with much fas: which it 


frequently is, bleeding is requiſite ; but 

in the common milder ſort, gentle leni- 

ent purging will be ſufficient, but muſt 

be repeated. There is not, perhaps, an 
acute diſtemper, which allows of theſe 
purges more freely than this, more parti:

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CHAP, 
Of the Miliary Fever. 


Tu a miliary fever takes its name from 


the puſtules or bladders, reſembling in 
ſhape and ſize the ſeeds of millet. There 
are two kinds of miliary eruption, the 
white and red, termed by medical wri- 


ters, purpura alba, & purpura rubra; 


but the two are often intermixed. It 
begins with a ſhivering, followed by a 
proportional degree of heat; a depreſ- 


ſion of ſpirits; a pulſe ſometimes quick 
and weak, at other times rather depreſſ- 


ed and hard; an oppreſſion about the 
præcordia; a frequent ſighing, terror 
after ſleep; and pale urine. From the 
fourth to the eleventh day, or even 


later, the eruption appears, chiefly on 


the neck, breaſt, and back, being ge- 
nerally preceded by a profuſe ſweat, of 
a ſouriſh ſmell, and a pricking or ting- 


ng ſenſation in the ſkin, eſpecially in 


the fingers, and an itching in thoſe 
places where the puſtules are moſt nu- 


merous. After the eruption is com-

pletely out, the ſymptoms ſubſide, the 
urine becomes higlier coloured, and 
the pulſe more — 5 ſoft and full.

.\8 A CONSUMPTION is attended with 
a4 cough and remitting fever, and a total 
| waſting of all parts of the body, proceed- 
ing from an ulcer in the lungs. 
It may ariſe from intemperance, from 
a very tender and delicate habit of body, 
hemorrhages, pleuriſy, long continued 
LS Re coughs, 
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coughs, | bad digeſtion, hard ſtudy, 
grief, ſcrophula, and ſometimes from a 


particular formation and ſtraitneſs of the 
thorax. 
The occaſional „ is almoſt always 


cold caught from expoſure to cold, damp, 
or night air, or from wet clothes. 


It uſually begins with a dry cough, 


which continues for ſome time, and dif- 
_fers from a catarrh, as that 1s attended 
with a ſpitting, and is but of a'ſhort du- 
ration. Flying pains. and ſtitches, with 


uneaſineſs about the diaphragm and 
breaſt, are felt; there is a faltiſh taſte 
in the mouth, with a quick, ſoft, ſmall 
pulſe, and moderate heat (except after 
eating, when it very ſenſibly increaſes, 
with fluſhing in the cheeks and fever); 


laſſitude, faintneſs, and night-ſweats. 


The matter expectorated is purulent, 
ſometimes bloody and offenſive, and falls 
to the bottom when ſpit into water, and 
often appears of an aſh colour; ſome- 
times it is in little, white, round lumps. 
When theſe ſymptoms are violent, an 


hæmotope ſoon attends, in which the 


blood thrown up appears thin, florid, 


and 
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and frothy; ; and afterwards it hoogtves 
paler, and then the diſcharge is gradual- 
ly changed into pus. 

The diet ſhould conſiſt of mild, light, 
nouriſhing food; jellies, viper broth 
with eringo roots, thin chocolate, and 
milk; and above all, a milk diet ſhould 
be directed, with country air, gentle 
riding on horſeback, failing in a ſhip, 
agreeable company, and Briſtol waters to 
be drank on the ſpot. 

Small repeated bleedings will be pro- 
per in the beginning, and even during 
the whole courſe of the diſeaſe, eſpeci- 
ally in young ſubjects. If the veſſels are 
not tender, and no preceding hæmor- 
rhage contra- indicates, frequent ipecaco- 
anha vomits, about 26 taken thrice 
a week, with an anodyne at night, 
of pil. e ſtyrac. gr. v. ad viy. with as 
much pil. Rufi, if neceſſary, and a con- 
ſtant uſe of butter-milk, or goat's whey, 
in the country, may, perhaps, ſucceed: 
better in this diſeaſe than any other me- 

thod : and a decoction of the bark given 

at noon and evening, will greatly tend 
towards removing the fever, and 
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ſtrengthening the habit of body. I have 
ſeen its happy effects in a variety of in- 
ſtances ; - and even when the lungs were 
ulcerated, the ſymptoms have been re- 
ſtrained, and life rendered, in ſome 
meaſure, comfortable by it.

| Tre tabes is a general waſting of the 
whole body, attended with a feveriſh 
quickneſs in the pulſe, but without any 
cough, or ſpitting : theſe laſt diſtinguiſh 
it from the phthiſis.

When a vomica is once formed, gentle

O the Puerperal Fever. 


TREE puerperal fever is a diſeaſe pecu- 


liar to lying-in women; and though it 


happens ſo frequently, yet it hath, till 
of late, been ſtrangely overlooked by au- 


thors, even thoſe who have written pro- 
feſſedly on fevers. 

It commonly begins with a rigor or 
chillineſs, on the firſt, ſecond, or third 
day after delivery; followed by a violent 


pain, and ſoreneſs, over the whole hy- 


pogaſtric region. There is much thirſt ; 
pain in the head, chiefly an the forehead, 
and parts about the eye-brows ; a fluſh- 
ing in the face; anxiety, a hot dry ſkin ; 


quick and weak pulſe, though ſome- 


times it will reſiſt the finger pretty 
ſtrongly ; a ſhortneſs in breathing ; high- 
coloured urine; and ſuppreſſion of the 


lochia. Sometimes a vomiting and 


purging attend from the firſt, but in ge- 
neral, in the beginning, the belly 1s 


eoſtive: however, when the diſeaſe

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proves fatal, a diarrhœa generally ſuper- 
venes, and the ſtools at laſt become 1 in-

There have been ſeveral treatiſes writ- 
ten lately upon this diſorder; but as the 


authors are not agreed as to the cauſe of 


the complaint, nor the proper mode of 
treating it, I ſhall not pretend to give 


any preciſe method of cure. In general, 
the good ſenſe of the Phyfician will teach 


him that, when the pulſe is ſtrong, and

The pain 
reſembles that of a | diſlocated bone, and 
is attended with a ſenſation, as if water 
juſt warm were poured upon the nrem- 
branes of the part affected; and theſe 
ſymptoms are ſucceeded by a chillineſs, 
ſhivering, and a flight fever.— About 
two in the morning the fit generally at- 
tacks the patient, who is diſturbed by 
the vehemence of the pain, which uſu- 
ally ſeizes the great toe; at other times 
ſthe heel, calf of the leg, the ancle, and 
3 metatarſal bones, which reſembles the

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The longer the intervals, the more ſe- 
vere are the fits. It generally. returns 
once, ſometimes twice a year, ſpring 
and autumn; it ſeldom attacks before 
the thirty-fifth or fortieth year. 

This diſtemper is more fatal in the de- 
cline, of life, when it frequently ſeizes 
upon the nobler parts; ſuch as the head, 
ſtomach, and bowels. 

The affected parts ſhould be kept mo- 
derately warm; the patient ought to go 
to bed early, and not riſe ſoon: he 
ſhould rather keep in bed entirely, until 
the ſymptoms abate; abſtain from fleſh, 
fiſh, and high-ſeaſoned food. A ſlender 
light diet is beſt. Of liquids, London 
ſmall-beer and toaſt may be allowed, to- 
gether with weak ſack-whey. Bath- 
water-whey, water-gruel, and a "oY 
wine. 

During the paroxyſm, little 1 is to be 
done by medicine. The ſafeſt external 
applications are to wrap the parts affect- 
ed in new-combed wool, or in the ſofteſt 
flannel. If there be a ſickneſs at the ſto- 
mach, the patient may drink plentifully 
of chamomile, or carduus tea, ſo as W. 5

The nature of this diſeaſe, and its ir- 
regular appearances are in general not 
well underſtood; and to inveſtigate it 
thoroughly, requires, perhaps, as much 
ſagacity as any diſorder incident to the 
human frame : in ſhort, the gout ſeizes 
all parts of the body at different times; 
but in general the ſtomach participates 
more or leſs of its attack. 

After the declenſion of the fit, the diſ- 
ander is more eaſily eradicated when 
confined to the extremitles, than when 
the viſcera are affected; in which laſt 


c caſe the ſtomach is ſo infirm as hardly to

All the poiſons of this claſs ſeem to 


prove mortal rather from a narcotic or 


ſtupefying, than an acrimonious and ſti- 
mulating quality. A ſtaring wildneſs 
in the eyes, confuſion of fight, palpita- 
tions, giddineſs, loſs of memory and 
voice, ſtupor or fury, convulſions, . and 
retchings to vomit, are the chief ſymp- 
toms.

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The patient ſhould immediately take 
a ſolution of the vitriol. alb. and repeat 
it till it cauſes him to vomit plentifully 
aſſiſted by a large quantity of warm 
water, and other ſoftening liquids, as 
above recommended. After the opera- 
tion of the vomit, and the evacuation 
of the inteſtinal canal, by oily and emol- 
lent clyſters, the patient ſhould conti- 
nue to take large quantities of water, 
or whey, ſweetened with honey or ſu- 
gar, and medicated with a confiderable 
quantity of vinegar, which 1s eſteemed 
a ſpecific, or antidote, againſt this ſort 
of poiſons. 8

Tus excellent drug, when taken by 
miſtake, or otherwiſe, in too large a 
quantity, is converted into a poiſon. 
The cure is to be the ſame as already de- 
ſcribed, except that there may be a 
greater neceſſity for ſpeedy venæſection, 
as the effect of this poiſon is to produce 
ſymptoms ſimilar to thoſe of the ſangui- 
neous apoplexy. Bliſters may be ap-

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CHAP. X. 
Of the e Species of. Colic... 


Th E colic is an acute pain, and Ay 
ſtructions in the inteſtines.” When 
the colic-pain is accompanied with vo; 
miting of bile, it is called a Bilicqus colic. 
When the pain ariſes from flatus, it is 
termed the Hatulent, or windy, colic. If it 
takes its origin from hyſteric complaints, 

it is named the Hyſteric colic. When it is 
accompanied with tenſion of the abdo- 
men, heat, thirſt, quick pulſe, and other 
inflammatory ſymptoms, it gets the 
name of inflammatory colic. When it is at- 
tended - with an obſtinate conſtipation 
of the bowels, and a vomiting of every 
thing that is taken, the diſeaſe is term- 

ed the iliac paſſion. When the pain is 
ſeated in the umbilical region, ſtriking 
through to the back, with a retraction 

of the navel, ſucceeded by a palſy of the 
lower extremities, it is called the ner- 
Vous colic. Ew "I 
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Bilious | Colic. 


Tur n colic generally ſeizes the 
ont about the beginning of ſummer, 
with a vomiting of a yellow greeniſh 
caſt; a bitter taſte in the mouth, with 
great heat; circumſcribed pain about 
the region of the navel ; ſometimes with 
moſt excruciating pain all over the ab- 
domen ; then ſhifting from place to 
place; little or- no diſcharge of urine; a 
pulſation in the abdomen, with a ſenſe 
of cold about it; frequently it is attend- 
ed with a hoarſeneſs, which continues 
during the whole ſtage of the diſtemper, 
with thirſt, fever, and coſtiveneſs; and 
Ametimes terminates in the iliac paſſion. 

Bleed repeatedly, if the pulſe will ad- 
mit of it, and avoid every thing. that 
will tend to encreaſe the vomiting.

In the mean time, give ſmall thin 
broths, gruel, or whey, to be drank 
very plentifully; and order emollient 
and opening clyſters, to be frequently 
injected. If theſe do not give ſpeedy 
relief, the patient muſt be put into a 
warm bath, and continued there as long 
as he can well bear it. The vomiting, 
in this colic, is often very diſtreſling. 
Give a ſaline draught every hour, in the 
act of efferveſcence, till the complaint 
ceaſes; and add to each, a few drops of 
tin&t, Theb. if occaſion requires. Mi- 
thridate, in the form of a cataplaſm, 
may be laid to the pit of the ſtomach. 
The leaves of common mint boiled in 
red wine, and applied to the ſcrobic.

| Flatulent Colic. 


Tux flatulent colic is known by a 
wandering pain in the bowels, attended 
with borborygmi, which abates when 
the air is ſet free ; the pain is not exaſ. 
perated by preſſure ; there is no extra- 
ordinary thirſt; and the pulſe but little 
diſturbed. This, as well as ſome other 
ſpecies of colic, are ſometimes attended 
with nephritic ſymptoms; hence the 
nepbritic or flone-colic. However they may 

be eaſily diſtinguiſhed from the * 
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by the pain not being fixed in the kidney, 

and propagated to the genitals, but be- 
ing more. extended towards the centre 
of the belly, and by the ſudden relief 
after a diſcharge by ſtool. In the colic, 
after eating, the pain increaſes, but in 
the nephritis it is rather mitigated. In 
the nephritis, the urine is firſt clear and 
thin, and afterwards lets fall gravel, or 
other ſediment ;” in the colic, the urine 
is generally thicker in the beginning. 

If the patient be plethoric, or of a 
ſtrong habit of body, bleeding is gene- 
rally neceſſary ; after which, order him 
to drink plentifully of warm water, or 
chamomile tea, ſo as to promote vomit- 


ing; then procure ſtools by emollient 
clyſters.

Inflammatory colic. 


IN the inflammatory colic, a vehement 
burning fixed pain is felt in thoſe parts 
which are moſt affected, accompanied 
with a preternatural heat of the whole 
body, quick pulſe, loſs of e anx- 
 lety, and inquietude. | 
When the inflammation is in the up- 
per part of the inteſtines, the ſtomach 


will - 
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will be diſtended with wind ; and where 
it is very violent, convulſions will ſuc- 
ceed in the diphragm, attended with 
vomiting, painful inflation, rumblings, 
and ſharp griping twitches, which may 

at laſt be productive of the paſſio iliaca 
When the ſharp pain, attended with 

fever and nauſea, appears to be betwixt 
the navel and the pit of the ſtomach, it 
may then be ſuſpected that that part of 
the colon is affected which lies under 
the ſtomach.—If it be in the right hypo- 
chondrium under the ſpurious ribs, then 
that part of the colon which joins the 
ilium, may be inflamed: but when the 
pain is in the middle of the abdomen, 


about the navel, it indicates the ſmall 


inteſtines to be affected. 

In the inflammatory colic, bleeding 
largely and repeatedly will in general be 
abſolutely neceſſary; eſpecially if the 
patient be plethoric, and the ſymptoms 
urgent; in this, the pulſe will be the 
ſureſt guide: alſo warm ſoftening emol - 
lient drinks, and clyſters ſhould be pre- 
ſcribed. After theſe, if the vomiting be 


violent, an anodyne may be proper, 
given 
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given in the ſaline draught in the act of 
efferveſcence, and repeated occaſionally. 
Warm fomentations are alſo uſeful, and 
the ſkins of newly killed animals, ap- 
plied warm to the abdomen; or bags 
filled with common ſalt, or oats, heat- 
ed; and if theſe ſhould fail, we muſt 
have recourſe to to the ſemicupium, and 
warm bath. Bliſters are likewiſe ad- 
viſed, and directed to be applied to the 
part affected, immediately after bleed- 
ing, be the cauſe either milammation, 
or flatulence. 

Freſh weak broths are the beſt FIR 
drink, as well as for nouriſhment. _ 


After bleeding, ſtools muſt be pro- 
cured.

Tlac Paſion. 


Tux iliac paſſion is owing to an in- 
flammation, and obſtruction, in the in- 
teſtinal canal, ſo as to allow no paſſage 
for either the fæces or flatulence. It 
may be occaſioned by hardened fæces, 
violent vomitings, ruptures, earthy or 
ſtony concretions, lodged in the inteſ- 
tines, tumors, introſuſception, or vol- 
vulus of the inteſtine, a thickening of 
the coats of the inteſtines, &c. and is at- 
tended with an acute pain of the bowels, 
an oppreſſion at the ſtomach, tenſion of 
the belly, bilious or even ſtercoraceous 
vomiting, great thirſt, heat, fever, and 
at laſt with ſingultus, cold ſweats, deli- 
rium, convulſions, gangrene, and death. 
Ihe method of cure is nearly the ſame 
as preſcribed in the inflammatory cholic; 
the iliac paſſion being only the greateſt 
degree of that diſeaſe. 85

Tzraxus is a rigid and painful 
contraction of the muſcles of the 
neck, and trunk of the body. It is di- 
vided into two ſpecies: the opiſthotonus; 


and the epiſihotonus, or emproſthotonus. In 


the former, the whole trunk of the body 

18 8 and drawn backwards in a 
curve, with the head bent towards the 
ſhoulders; in the latter the trunk of the 
body is drawn forwards, with the chin 
to the breaſt. This diſeaſe is moſt fre- 


quent in hot climates, and is ſaid to be 


endemic in South Carolina, eſpecially 
among the negroes. 


In this dreadful ſpaſmodic caſe, bleed, 


if the pulſe will admit of it. It it ſhould 
Y happen in conſequence of an irritation 
| from 
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from a wounded nerve, or tendon, di- 


vide it directly, and dreſs the wound 


to bring on a proper digeſtion and cica- 


trix. But the cure principally depends 


upon a liberal uſe of muſk, opium, and 


the warm bath. Preſcribe twelve grains 


of muſk, and one, two, or three grains 
of ſolid opium, with theriaca, in a bolus; 
and let them be repeated every four or 
fix hours, with the julepum e camphora. 
If the patient cannot ſwallow, opium 


muſt be given in clyſters, with the ad- 


dition of oil, or turpentine diſſolved in 


the yolks of eggs: the body, at the ſame 


time, ſhould be kept open, by man- 


na, fal. cath. amar. ol. ricin. &c. or 
by clyſters. In the mean time, the warm 


bath muſt be made uſe of, and when the 


patient is taken out, he muſt be wrapt 
up in warm flannels, and put in bed; 


the belly muſt be fomented, and a blad- :

Tn E epilepſy, or falling fickneſs, is a

owing, perhaps, to the too great action 
of the brain upon the motory nerves. It 
is attended with a deprivation of all 
ſenſe.—If it be hereditary, it is moſt 
difficult of cure; if it ariſe from other 
cauſes, or be ſymptomatic, it may be 
remedied. 
The fit is eommonly preceded with a 
languid pulſe, pale countenance, and 
afterwards great pain in the head; then. 
a ſtupor and drowſineſs, and the patient 
ſuddenly falls down, gnaſhes his teeth, 

froths at the mouth, and uſes many ri- 
diculous and diſagreeable diſtortions. 
and geſticulations ; followed ſometimes 
by involuntary emiſſions, and diſcharges: 
by ſtool as well as urine; yet the pati- 
ents are frequently ei without any 
previous knowledge of a fit coming on. 
Alt is probably an effort to diſengage 
thoſe humours that oppreſs the brain 
and its ventrieles ; 3 and, in the interme- 
diate ſtate, requires nervous warm. me- 
dicines, to increaſe the moving powers.

The hyſte- 
ric fit may be eaſily diſtinguiſhed from a 
ſyncope; for in this the pulſe and reſpi- 
ration are entirely ſtopped; in that they 
are both perceivable. A ſyncope ſeizes

AN APOPLEXY 1s a ſudden priva- 
tion of all the ſenſes and motions of 
the body, except thoſe of the heart 
and lungs. It may be divided into two 
ſpecies ; the ſanguineous, and ſerous. 
They are diſtinguiſhed by attending to 
the different ſigns of the ſanguineous and 

phlegmatic temperaments. The firſt is 
cauſed by the blood diſtending the veſ- 
ſels, and compreſſing the brain; or by 
an extravaſation of blood. The ſecond 
ariſes from a collection of ſerous, or pi- 


tuitous humours, in the ventricles of the

In this diſeaſe, the patient falls down 
ſuddenly, with a total and inſtant priva- 
oy | tion 
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tion of all the powers of foal and volun- 


tary motion; the mouth 1s generally 
open, and a ſpontaneous diſcharge of 
urine and ſtool frequently attends.—The 
face 1s red and bloated ; a pain or giddi- 
neſs of the head commonly precedes the 
fit; the veſſels are full and turgid about 
the temples; the eyes ſwell and ſparkle ;

T H E SE are diſeaſes nearly con- 
nected, though they are diametrically 
oppoſite in ſome of their ſymptoms ; 
for the firſt is attended with great 
fear and penſiveneſs; and the latter with 
great fury and boldneſs; but they both 
agree in being accompanied with a con- 
ſtant delirium, without fever. 

They may be occaſioned by whatever 
ſo diſturbs the brain as to affect the 
mind; ſuch as intenſe thought, anxious 
cares and troubles, watchings, .frights, 
fearful and ſhocking dreams, ſtrong paſ- 
ſions, profuſe evacuations, or an ob- 
ſtruction of them. Whatever renders 
the blood and ſpirits too volatile, catſes 
the mirthful and raving; and whatever,

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on the contrary, depreſſes them, will oc- - 


caſion the melancholy ſpecies. If here- 
ditary, they ſcarce admit of a cure. 


The general ſigns, preceding melan- 
choly, are ſadneſs and dejection, with- 


out any antecedent cauſe ; timidity, 


fondneſs of ſolitude, troubleſome nights, 


fretfulneſs and ſickleneſs, coſtiveneſs, lit- 


tle or no urine, indolence, and paleneſs 
of viſage.— On the contrary, in maniacs, 
there 1s an unuſual ſoftneſs, with all the 


ftrong appearances of Irregular paſſions ; z 
riiſing ſometimes ſo high, as to give room 


to apprehend the patient may . 
his own life. | 
The cure, in bold maniacs, requires a 


lender and weak regimen ; ſuch as 


gruels, thin panadas, whey, water, and 
fruits, barley gruel, butter-milk.—— 
Bleeding is proper in the beginning, and 
ſhould be frequently repeated in ſmall 
quantities : but the pulſe and other 


 mptoms, will be the beſt guides.

hard drinkers. It generally appears at 
the cloſe of the winter ſeaſon, and is 


moſt prevalent in moiſt ſituations, and 


in foggy weather. 


It comes on with a ſenſe of heat and

Tus dropſy is a preternatural col- 
lection of water or ſerum in ſome parti- 
cular part of the body; attended, for 
the moſt part, with ſwelling, thirſt, 
difficulty of breathing, and a diſcharge 
of very little urine.—Before this diſorder 
is perfectly formed, the patient is gene- 
rally ſaid to labour under a cachexia; but 
when it increaſes ſo as to cauſe a general 
accumulation of. lymph in the cellular 
ſyſtem, it is called leucopblegmatia, or ana- 
ſarca. When there is a collection of wa- 
tery fluids in the abdomen, it is termed 
an aſcites; when in the ſcrotum, byarecele 
when in the uterus, hydrops uteri; when 
in the breaſt, hydrops pectoris: when in

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the head, Hydrocephalus. In moſt dropſi- 
cal caſes, the legs ſwell and pit towards 


night; the appetite decays; the face 


either becomes bloated, or grows thin, 
emaciated, and pale; and a ſlow fever 
and thirſt attend. 

In all dropſies the diet ſhould be dry 
and ſolid; liquids ſhould be ſparingly 
uſed; and theſe ſhould conſiſt of good

TIE tympany is a flatulent tumour of 
the abdomen. It may ariſe from a 
variety of cauſes, and is ſometimes the 
conſequence of the unſeaſonable uſe of 
opiates in the dyſentery, or of the bark 
in intermittents; by which meant the 
colon becomes greatly diſtended with air, 
and forms a true tympanites.

veſſels. In the former caſe, active deob- 


ſtruents will not prevail till the digeſ- 
tions are mended, and the blood is de- 


termined to the uterus in a ſufficient

'Th E le HON A of the Arabians is alſo 
known in the Weſt Indies, by t the name 
of the black ſcur vy: It is contagi- 
ous, and an African diſeaſe: and comes 
on gradually; firſt, in numerous ſpots 
on the body, of a yellow brown caſt, 
which foon after turn purple, and of a 
copper colour. They chiefly appear on 
the forehead and chin. Theſe increaſe, 
and grow thick and rough, with hard 

ſcales; a numbneſs ſucceeds in the fin- 
gers and toes; the hair falls off; the 
breath becomes difficult and fœtid; and 
the voice hoarſe. The lobes of the ears 
grow thick, the cheeks large, and the 
face acquires a livid hue: reſt is diſturb- 
ed. Theſe ſymptoms increaſe until the 
parts crack with dry fiſſures and knots ; 
then follow ulcers of a virulent king, 
affecting the hands and feet, with a fe- 
ver which cloſes the fatal ſcene. |

The method of cure, in other caſes, 
ought to be adapted to the circumſtances

of vegetables and treſh broths, for the 
cure of ſuch patients as theſe, where 
neither vegetables, nor broths, are to 
be had.

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For the prevention of this diſeaſe at 
ſea,.iſome have adviſed malt to be car- 
ried aboard, and a wort freſi made from 
this to be uſed daily, which may like-

fixed air. But this is an important ſub- 
ject not to be fixed by mere ſpeculation, 
and therefore requiring more trials than 
have yet been made, before the moſt bene- 
ficial method of conducting ourſelves 
is abſolutely determined.

T HI 8 diſorder affects the hoes of 
children, and cauſes a conſiderable pro- 
tuberance, incurvation, or diſtortion of 
them. 
It may ariſe from various cauſes, but 
more particularly, when proper care has 
not been taken with children ; when 
they have been too tightly ſwathed in 
ſome parts, and too looſe in others; 
keeping them too long in one and the 
ſame poſition ; not keeping them clean 
and dry. Sometimes it may proceed 
from a lax habit ; at others, from want 
of proper motion. 

It uſually appears about the eighth or 
ninth month, and continues to the 
ſixth or ſeventh year of the child's age. 
The head 'beeomes large, and the fon- 
tanella keeps long open ; the countenance 
is full and florid ; the joints knotty and 
diſtorted, eſpecially about the wriſts :

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leſs near the ancles.—The ribs protu- 
berate, and grow crooked; the abdo- 
men and hypochondria cell; a cough 
and diſorders of the lungs ſucceed; and 
there is, withal, a very early underſtand- 
ing, and the child moves but weakly, 
and waddles. 
This diſeaſe requires nearly the ſame 
treatment as the former; its cure de- 
pending entirely upon ſtrengthening the 
ſolids. Lying on a hard bed or matraſs 
is proper. 
Ihe regimen ſhould be light, and pro- 
perly ſeaſoned; the air dry and clear. 
Exerciſe and motion ſhould be encou- 
raged, and bandage, as well as inſtru- 
ments, contrived to keep the limbs in a 
proper fituation; but we ſhould take 
care that they be ſo formed as not to put
